such is present. In brief, a man 
may not be able to obtain honest 
employment. In order to live hon- 
estly two things are requisite: qual- 
ifications 
and 
opportunity.

absence of the latter. I could cite 
Innumerable cases to prove my con- 
tention.

The other reason is that the very 


kink which impels some men to 
adopt "a life of crime is just the 
mental characteristic or trait which 
•would prevent them from follow- 
ing an honest career. From these 
two main sources we get our ge- 
nuises of fraud. 


There is also 
another 
detail 


which we should do well to bear 
in rnind, and that is that all legi- 
timate methods of money-making 
are not always characterzied by 
strict honesty; indeed, they some- 
Times na'rtake of that nature and 
degree of cozening which occasion- 
ally gets people into the 
dock. 


There is a vast difference between 
success and failure. Prima facie 
there is no moral difference be- 
tween the card sharper of the race 
track who hoodwinks the cockney 
"punter" and the well-placed fi- 
nancier who battens on the credu- 
lous gambler in shares. But there 
is a whole virtuous lifetime of dif- 
ference between them in a. worldy 
eense if one gets caught and the 
other does not. 


Since nine-tenths of all crimes 


are committed for some form of 
self-aggrandisement, we should not 
be surprised at the increase 01 
irauds. Their greater degree of 
cleverness is due to the fact that

A controversy arose 
In France in 1900 as to the gender 
of the word and the French Acad- 
emy finally decided that tha word 
was masculine. 
This decision was 


probably based on the fact that the 
first syllables, "auto." are derived 
from a masculine word, according 
to Durant.

"Cheerful Thought for Today": 


A safety-first bulletin informs u* 
that eight thousand motorists will 
be killed during 1924 by steam and 
electric trains, not to mention some 
five thousand more to be struck 
down on the highways. 
Investigation 
shows that one 


motorist out of every three Is care- 
less at grade crossings; approach- 
ing the tracks at & reckless speed 
and without taking due notice of 
oncoming trains. On one railroad 
alone during the past three years 
1909 motor cars and trucks were 
wrecked at' grade crossings. 
' In 


490 cases, or more than twenty per 
cent, the motorists deliberately Van, 
into the trains. In 122 Instances 
motor cars plunged through the 
crossing gates. Nine crossing flag- 
men were struck down. 


In 970 cases in which motor cars 


were wrecked by trains 136 persons 
were killed and 405 were injured. 
In 490 cases automobiles stalled on 
grade crossings were demolished.

Sitka National Monument is nn 


area of great natural beauty In 
southeastern Alaska, about 57 acres 
in extent, located on Sitka bay. Al- 
though reserved as a public park by 
President Harrison in 1S90, it was 
not until Marrh 23, 1910, that it 
•was established a National monu- 
ment by presidential proclamation 


This monumrnt nicltido* the •site 


of the ancient villas^ of a \\.irhke 
tribe, the Kik-?iti J'*ili-iiis. who in' 
1S02 fortitietl -hem=el*.es here at 
the old villaee aft or ihoir -n.i^aerp 
of 
the 
Russians and 
defended 


themselves until the decisive "Bat- 
tle of Alaska" in 1S04, when the 
Russians 
established 
their 
su- 
premacy in 
southeastern Alaska 


over the Indian tribes. 
Had the 


Russians 
not been 
successful in 
their attempt to suDu>,e tne»e In- 
dians undoubtedly Alaska would 
have been settled bv the Enslish 
soon afterwards and ber-n retained 
hy them, instead of coming into 
the possession of the United States 
through purchase from Ru«sia. The 
graves of a Ku«ian mid.-h'.pn*<*in 
and six sailors killed in this battle 
are witfiin the Monument boun- 
daries. 


SHELTER FOR TOriUSTS. 
The principal objects of interest 
In the Sitka National Monument 
are the 16 totem poles, relics of the 
aboriginal life of the region. Sil- 
ently they stand, sentry-like, each 
telling Its own story. 
To under- 
stand them, however, one must be 
familiar -with the history of the 
family each totem represents. Un- 
der the primitive social system of 
the 
na*^«'e Alaskan 
Indians 
the 


family rras an important unit, end 
each family had its emblem, a bear, 
or frog; or other animal, which 
•was *:arved on the family totem 
pote. These poles had a very im- 
portant function, having car\ed on 
lltem, in addition to the family em- 
*iem, figures to immortalize any 
feistoric events in the family life 
fcs well as the noble deeds of its 
members. 


It was a custom of these Indians 
lhat the members of any family 
•irere bound to provide shelter for 
any traveling member of the same 
family, and the totem pole before 
the door of a cabin told the traveler 
•fi-hether or not he would find a. 
•welcome there. Se\ eral of the to- 
tem poles in the Sitka Monument 
are 
unequalled as rel:cs of the 


•work of the savage genealogists of 
the Alaskan tribes. 
They are of 
red cedar, gayly painted. 
The In- 
terior Department is making every 
effort to presen e the poles, hav- 
1ns the carvings restored bv Indian 
•workmen where vanaaasm nas oc- 
curred, and repainting them as 
nearly as possible Jn their original 
colors. 
' 
TREE VEJTERATED. 


Another Interesting feature of 
the Monument is the witch-tree, an 
object of awe and-veneration to 
present-day Indians, It was here 
that the Indians of other days held 
their weird trials for w-nchcraft, 
and en this tree the victims were 
hanged.

beautiful forests, and upon enter- 
Ing it the roo 1 plunges at once in- 
to the shadows of the trees.

five years of married life are the 
easiest. The next five, however, 
are the hardest. 


More than 30 per cent of all 


divorces fall into the period be- 
tween the fifth and the tenth 
years, making this the most dan- 
gerous age for'married folk.

r Every little while a college professor emerges 
and tells us something about ourselves that 
we didn't know, or at best imperfectly realized. 
This information is generally along biological 
lines — such as accounting for the traits, tend- 
encies and characteristics of the men and 
women of today. 


Charles Gray Shaw, professor of Philosophy 


at 2s*ew York University, iu a recent address 
to summer school student", said some things 
that were somewhat surprising— at least that 
are likely to provoke thought.

Years"—Appert established ft can- 
ning business in Paris, which is still 
in operation, the fourth generation 
of his name carrying it on. But the 
originator of this lucrative business, 
like so many Inventors before and 
since, died poor. 


The first financial success made 


of the business of canning food was 
by Englishmen. Indeed, so popular 
were English canned foods that 
William Underwood, the first "can- 
ner" In America, and one of the 
pioneers in the use of tin Instead 


of glass, had to use English labels 
on hH (roods in order tn sell them.

Fred Johnson, one of the two bank 
bandits In jail here 
for 
alleged 


murder of Sam 
Hermanson 
In 


Lyonsville district. July 10 John- 
son, as he Is known here, told the 
officer he would prefer to die on 
the gallows, at the 
same 
time 


voicing great fear of 
going 
to 


prison for life. 


"I have had all the prison life 


I want," Johnson declared, refer- 
ring to the five years he spent in 
Ft. Madicon. Iowa, penitentiary for 
slaving his employer, named Peter- 
eon. 


Johnson was sentenced to 
life 


imprisonment for that crime, but 
escaped. The Iowa 
state author- 


ities knew nothing of his where- 
abouts until he became involved in 
the alleged killing of Hermanson 
more recently. 


"They will never take me back 


to Iowa alive for the remainder of 
that sentence," Johnson asserted in 
his taik with Sheriff Ballard. "And 
if they send me to prison for life In 
this last cas«, you will have 
to 


shoot me," the bandit added. 


But Johnson refuses to admit 


he shot 
Hermanson 
to 
death.

Of course th* 
next spring:, when they should have 
bloomed, there were few blossoms 
and less fruit, as there were not 
any buds left to produce cherries.

According to the information at 


hand Schieren is the son of a 
former mayor of the old city of 
Brooklyn, who has retired from 
the business world in order to 
devote himself to letters, and Judg- 
ing from his first published attempt 
more will be heard of him anon. 


Usually the first novel can be 


descried afar by the attempts of 
the author to display his knowl- 
edge of the old masters. It is re- 
plete with allusions to the classic! 
and is fairly dotted with lines print- 
ed in the original Greek, Latin, 


j French, German, Italian and some- 
times 
Spanish. 
It attempts 
to 


cover up inadequacies of style by 
an air of smartness and it makes 
a violent effort to create a new 
style, customarily imitative. 


In the case of Schleren none of 


these annoyances is to be found. 
He has evolved an Interesting plot 
and has proceeded to tell his itory 
in a straighforward manner. 
Ap- 


parently he has already learned tb« 
lesson that primarily th» novelist 
is a fellow who has a tale to tell 
and the simpler the manner of hjj 
telling the mor» effective.

Milo E. 
Benedict, who comes 


with the tutelage of Liszt as one of 
his recommendations and some- 
thing defenite and valuable to say 
as another, is tne author of a ne\v 
brief volume which no disciple of 
music can afford to ignore. H» has 
attacked the musical vogue from 
tlie side of mental hygiene, basing 
his collection of aphoristic para- 
graphs on the thesis that music 
may, 
indeed, be too much with us. 


The line of Protestants against 


sentimentalism and kindred evils 
grows ever longer. Nietsche pro- 
tested against it; Ibsen and Shaw 
in 
another form; 
philosophical, 


dramatic and 
fictional literature 


is more and more devoted to such 
iconoclasm. "The sermon always is 
this: That emotionalism cannot pay 
for itself; that what is not-worked 
out into action, produces no overt 
manifestation, reacts toxically up- 
on the mental organism that bears 
it. 


So Benedict postulates, with re- 


gard to music. He raises a sign- 
board of caution for the person or 
the nation that steeps itself too 
deeply in this emotional cauldron. 
He fears a reaction unsound and 
unsafe. 


One who has sat season after 


season, night after night !r. our 
various concert halls listening to 
violinists and cellists and pianist?, 
to sopranos and contraltos, to bar- 
itones and bassos must have felt a 
similar temerity to his. The prac- 
tised critic tries to receive their of- 
ferings 
quite calmly and 
cold- 


bloodedly. He.feels constantly the 
surge and flow of the great emo- 


ttional tides which sweep across the 


footlights, 
for indubitably music 


evokes a greaser emotional reaction 
than, for Instance, a drama or the 
contemplation of a muster paint- 
ing. 
And always ho wonders what 


these people tio with all of this 
emotion. They depart more or less 
quietly, with more or less of out- 
ward calm. They trot toward the 
street cars amid a hum of conversa- 
tion or climb ir.to their motors with 
a thought of supper down-town or 
o£ the seven-forty train tomorrow 
morning. What has become of the 
tremendous spiritual and artistic 
urge to which they have subjected 
themselves? What h:is it actually 
meant to them beyond mere enter- 
tainment? 
Has music really and 


definitely enlarged upon their men- 
tal horizons, or is it still but a rosy 
cloud of vapor In which they move 
contentedly along a happy if vague 
path? 


Benedict's book is a challenge 


to an acceptance of music as aim- 
less as this. He demands that mu- 
sic be kept in its place, though de- 
manding also for music that that 
place be fit and spacious. 
He 


finds peril In musical absorption 
not only for the auditor but for 
the participant as well, and sup- 


his contention with an ex- 


cellent mobilization of psychologi- 
cal data. 


There can be no question of the 


interest the book must evoke, and 
few having read it will pronounce 
its conclusions invalid.—R. H. D.

Based on the 
Presidential vote of 1020, it is figured that 
1,053,671 persons eligible to vote failed to do 
so. Those ^ho \oted numbered but 943,453, 
being a ratio of 111 to 100. Xative-born citi- 
zens are said to be worse offenders than 
naturalized. The latter realize w-hat may be 
accomplished at the ballot box by class 
solidarity, 
-while the native born is more 


inclined to flock by himself, and thus get in 
an indifferent attitude. He gets disgusted 
and takes it out in inveighing against condi- 
tions that he does nothing to correct. Cali- 
fornia's election and registration laws do not 
tend to cure this condition.

dency to give the voting machine another 
chance, but it is considered doubtful if this 
will help matters. There are so many who are 
too impatient to acquaint themselves -nith the 
process of manipulating the levers, and besides 
they can't see their ballots go in, and are 
therefore distrustful.

This is the failure to provide a barn 
for the cars of the Union and Chestnut streets 
lines. To accommodate a few residents of the 
Parkside district the Taraval-street "T" cars, 
•which formerly earned a profit, were run 
through to the ferry, despite protests of tax- 
payers. But this territory is rapidly build- 
ing up and it may not be long before this move 
Tvill be found amply justified. I have not, how- 
ever, seen any protest over the housing of the 
Union-street cars in the Potrero-avenue barns, 
four miles from their runs. The twenty-five 
cars operated on this route must be trans- 
ported eight miles a day, consuming lifty-five 
minutes' time, and entailing an unnecessary 
expense. All of the conductors and motor-men 
have to be paid for this period \\hen their cars 
are ''dead-headed" to their routes, and this 
money and the electricity required for the trip 
are a total loss.

shortage of water and Its effect 
upon public utility water systems 
subject to regulation by the Rail- 
road Commission, prepared by the 
Hydraulic Division of the Com- 
mission, will be of interest to the 
general public: 


"Deficient rainfall and run-off 


throughout California over a suc- 
cessin of seasons has resulted this 
year in the most serious drought 
ever experienced since records of 
stream flow have been generally 
taken in the state 
,i 
"The Sacramento river at Red 


Bluff on June 30, 1924. showed a 
ri -icharge of 2900 second feet co^n- 
pared with 3740 second feet June 
30, 
1920> 
The 
lowest 
previous 


record of discharge 
at this point 


nas 3350 second feet, which lasted 
for only a very small portion of one 
day. 
The Sacramento river's dis- 


charge is still decreasing. 


"The Mokelumne river at Cle- 


ment showed a discharge on June 
30. 1934 of 15 second feet and on 
June 30,' 1920. a discharge of BOO 
second feet. 


MARKED DECREASE. 


"The San Joaquin river at New- 


man had a discharge of 100 second 
feet on June 30, 1924, as compared 
with a flow of 1960 second feet on 
June 30, 1920. 


"The Trinity river at Lewlston 


showed a discharge of 70 second 
feet on June 30 of this year, a* 
compared with 335 second feet on 
June 30. 1920. 
"On the Kings river, at times 


of low water, a water master is 
employed 
to 
divide the 
water 


among the various 
appropriates. 


The water .master usually start! his 
work when the stream flow reaches 
10,000 second feet, which ordinar- 
ily does not occur until the latter 
part of June or In July. This year 
the maximum discharge during the 
month of May was 3930 second feet 
and it has been necessary to with- 
hold Irrigation water from some 
400,000 acres In the Kings river 
valley. 
"On the San Diego river at the 


gauging station a few miles east of 
Mission, there has been' no flow 
whatever in the river during the 
present season. In 1920 the river 
flow ceased during May. 


"These few examples -prill give 


some idea of the present shortage 
which, as stated before. Is more 
severe than has ever been exper- 
ienced. 


SERVICE REFUSED. 


"As the result of these conditions 


Yolo Water & Power Company Is 
now in a position where it can fur- 
nish practically no service to con- 
sumers. Sutler Butte Canal Com- 
pany has had to refuse service to 
•JOOO acres of rice which had made 
application for water, and in ad- 
dition has Installed sixteen pump- 
ing plants 
for the 
recovery of 


water from drain ditches. 
"Spring Valley Water Company 


has less water In Its reservoirs at 
the present time than ever before 
since the completion of the stor- 
age system, and East Bay Water 
Company is practically In the came 
position. 
Both of these utilities 


will be able to go through the year 
1924 
and furnish a full supply of 


water, but if rainfall is dificient 
during the 
early part of 
1925, 


drastic measures and restriction* 
will have to be inaugurated In or- 
der 
to prevent 
a very 
serious 


water famine. 


"San Jose Water Work* Com- 
pany, which ordinarily secures it» 
supply from reservoirs and wells, 
Inds Itself this year with practl- 
ally no storage water and Is al- 
most entirely dependent upon w«ll§ 
n which the water level is falling 
rapidly. 


"The 
Kern Island Canal Com- 


pany, which Irritate* a lane body 
of land near Bakersfleld, h«* ha4 
to itart prorating water t« M» <MV< 


sumers much earlier this season 
than ever before. 


"The water systems supplying 


domestic service throughout the 
San Joaquin Valley generally de- 
pend upon wells, and. except for 
the lowering of the water plane, 
will be able to furnish a full sup- 
ply unless there is a reduction in 
the 
quantity of 
electric power 


with which to operate their pumps. 
This same 
condition 
prevails in 


Southern California and is further 
complicated by the power shortage 
which exists In that part of the 
state and which has compelled very 
drastlp reductions In the amounts 
of power allowed all consumers of 
electricity, 
including 
the 
water 


companies. 


"The 
public utility water sys- 


tems in San Diego county are ex- 
periencing no difficuties. 
Sweet- 


water Water Corporation has a sup- 
ply sufficient for two years in its 
reservoirs and will have to pump 
comparatively large quantities of 
water before the end of the sea- 
son. All necessary pumping equip- 
ment Is In place and pumping has 
already been commenced to some 
extent. 
No shortage 
of 
electric 


power is anticipated in San Diego 
county. 


Fifteen homes under way since

dalesmen. 


HOW SALES T.OST. 


A former customer c f one of th-j 


largest men's 
clothlr.tr establish- 


ments In New York told the writer 
today that as a result ot the lack 
of politeness on tho part of one 
salesman when he had been attract- 
ed to the store by one of its ads, he 
had not only erased to deal with the 
firm himself, but In the last year 
Had diverted the trade of seventeen 
of his acquaintances from the store. 
The annual purchase* of these ac- 
quaintances, he declared, ran be- 
tween |20 and $400 apiece. 


Hence the net result of *h* ad- 


vertisement in question, In this par- 
ticular case was th* certain IOM of 


eighteen customers, their 
removal 


from the field possible to Interest 
them In future advertisements and 
a possible loss of 16800 In gross 
sales.

UMBRELLA, BRUSH AXD BROOM 


SACKS. 


Both of tbcse racks are needed in every 


home; yet few homes have them. Instead, 
umbrellas, brushes and brooms, when not 
in use. are generally poked away in some 
corner or closet, where they are not al- 
ways handy to get or easy to find. Mother 
will appreciate the racks, and you will 
not only enjoy making them but share in 
their use. 


The umbrella-rack _(Fig. 1) is made 


with a board base so it will not upset. 
Tf you wish to fasten it to a wall you can 
inake the base narrower. 


Each part of the rack is lettered, and 


you will find the detail drawings on which 
dimensions are marked, correspondingly 
lettered. If you haven't a good saw. or 
are not used to sawing, ask father, brother 
or a carpei^er to cut out the pieces, after 
you have marked them out.

should be -14-inch thick. "In assembling

.VAILS-AND 
NAILING. 


The subject of nails and nailing is so 


.important that I have decided to devote 
this entire article to it. 
. 


Almost every time you split a piece of 


wood while nailing it, it is the result of 
one of three eondtions,—too large a nail, 
wrong position for the nail, carelessness 
in driving the nail'. The kind and M/P of 
nail to use will be determined by the 
work. In Fig. 1, I have^hown the'com- 
moner forms, and in Fig. 2 standard nail 
sixes. In addition to these sizes, there are 
odd-number sizes—3-penny, 5-penny, etc., 
—thoe measuring Vj-inch longer than the 
next smaller even number size. 


For ron^h work and large work the 


large head common nail is used, for fine 
work where large nail Beads would be ob- 
jectionable, the finishing nail and brad 
are used. 
• 
" 


Thin wood is more easily split than 


thick wood, and soft 'wood morii easily 
than hard; and hard wood is more diffi- 
cult to nail "than soft wood. But if you 
use good judgment in selecting the sjze of 
jiail, place it right, and drive it eare'fully, 
you will have, little or jio difficulty-in 
hailingmny wood. 
' 
•_ 


When you drive -several nails through 
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a board, bear in mind that each nail acts 
sis a wedge driven between the grain. One 
nail should simply <*oipress the gain suf- 
ficiently to allow room for the nail. Two 
or more in a row, driven between the 
same grain, will have a strong tendency 
to split the wood. Avoid this by stagger- 
ing the nails so no two'drive between the 
same grain. Figure 3 illustrates the right 
and wrung way of placing nails. Notice 
by Fig. 4 that when you nail one board 
to another you must consider the grain 
of both pieces, and stagger the nails so 
rows will not parallel the grain of either 
piece. 


When the nail is longer than the thick- 


ness of the work, you can clinch its end 
by driving through on to the face of a 
hatchet (Fig. 5.) When clinching it is im- 
portant to bend the nail lengthwise, not 
crosswise, because it will then Hammer 
down flatter, and there will be less dan- 
ger of splitting the wood (Fig. 6). 


When you drive a nail, don't watch 


your hammer. Rivet your eyes on the 
nail head, and there will be small chance 
of your missing a stroke. Hold the ham- 


, mer so as to strike .the nail squarely. If 
tile nail bend.s,.widi3ra\v it?>and'straighten- 
it or u?e anotfier. '• Driving home a bent 
nail may cause it to break through'the 
-side of the. work, or to "split the wood. 


Toe-nailing (Figs. 9 and 10) should' 


not lie attempted until, vou have -learned 
straight'nailing. In. the first\example, the 
•jirfethpd Ls" ti^ed to/ drive1 one board close, 
up to another; and'-In the se.eond ex- 
ample, i't is used because nails cannot be 
driven through-one piece into the other. ' 
Blind-nailing (Figs. 7 and 8). is a form 
of too-nailing in wbich^ the' nail is placed 
so its head will be concealed by the 
board plac-ed next to t. 


Wheij you Jiave a nail to withdraw, pro- 


tect the wood by placing beneath the 
hammer head the blade of a- square, or 
a block of wood (Figs. 11 and 12). The 
block will give j-ou greater leverage, be-" 
sides protecting the wood. 
* 


• When you drive nails into hard wood, 
it is best to drill holes for the nails 
through the outer piece. Always soap the 
nails before driving. By supporting small 
nails with a pair of pincers (Fig. 13) 
you will find it easier to drive them with- 
out, bending.

n OMEVTHERE between the California 
*J coast and the Galapagos Islands, off 
the coast of Ecuador, the little schooner 
Quo-fat is headed south on a pearl fishing 
expedition. Not alone is the expedition 
unique as to objective; it is unparalleled 
in iti peisonnel. Extreme age is at the 
helm, if years aie accepted gauges of 
life, but the spirit and vision of the 
doughty little captain and master mariner, 
Captain Kidiard W. Nye, is that of. inde- 
fatigable jouth. 


To the captain's friends this vojage to 


the Coeos and Galapagos islands is tinged 
with romance and adventure. 
To the 


captain it is a business venture. At the 
age of SI, most men lueky enough to hare 
won through more than a decade beyond 
the proverbial life of man, would be loll- 
ing about in easy chairs, their minds ic- 
\ eiting to the juemories of youth. Not 
to Captain !Nyc. who looks not a >car 
older than 60. He was commanding ships 
before he was 20 and has commanded 
ships weil into his TO's, but never in his 
life, he admits, has he ever looked for- 
ward to any voyage with, more satisfac- 
tion than this. 


Formerly the Quest was a United States 


navy motor-sailor,, a little craft used for 
mo u.u.uA|.».jiL uj- saiiuia uutotjuu uiou. 
ships and shore and for other naval work. 
Sbe is 40 feet long on deck, 11 feet beam 
and drarws about 3 feet. Captain Nye's 
partner and brother-in-law, John P. Sjo-- 
birom, bought the little hull at a go^ern- 
uient auction of naval boats. Built under 
go\ eminent requirements, the Quest is ex- 
tremely sturdy with her 12-inch keel, oak 
ribs spaced close together and planking 
of 1%-incb. cedar. The work of convert- 
ing to a sea-going schooner started about 
six mouths ago under the eye of Captain, 
Nye. 
A forecastle WPS added forward, 


giving about'two feet increased sheer to 
the little vessel, thus making her a bet- 
ter and drier sea boat. Irrom the fore- 
castle aft the sheer was increased about a 
foot and flecked over, a cabm being added 
abaft the mainmast. The entire hull from 
•well above the waterline to the keel is 
copper plated so as to obviate the nec- 
essity of hauling on to scrape off marine 
growth in the tropics. 


It was Sjostrom who worked for months 


to put the little vessel in condition for its 
long voyage. He is well along in his 
seventies, bnt is as expert with saw and 
hammer as in his younger days. 


Besides Captain Nye and Sjostrom, 


Mrs. Helen Nye is making the trip. In 
scene respects she is the most remarkable 
member of the expedition. Inordinately 
studious and a lover of the sea from early 
girlhood, Mrs. Nye has awaited the sail- 
ing of the Quest with much of the impa- 
tience of a school girl. The diminutive 
size of the little craft never bothered 
her in the least, for she has implicit con- 
fidence in tbe seamanship of her husband. 
What lies in store for this daughter of tbe

stateroom. Squeezed into the forward end 
of the cabin is n small eook store. Short 
bunks on either side accommodate the 
Captain and Mrs. Nye, both of whom arcj 
under average height. Stored in hogsheads 
in the waist of the schooner are 450 gal- 
lons of water. Supplies, mostly canned 
goods, are stored away sufficient to sus- 
tain the four on board for three months. 


Captain Nje figures to reach the Gala- 


pagoa Island* about 42 days out, miles? 
unfavorable weather interferes. He will 
first make Panama, where he plans to 
pick up hi* crew of native divers. En 
route to the GalapagM Islands he plans 
to stop at. Cocoe laland off Costa Bica. 
Just where tbe pearl banks are located is 
a secret only tbe captain knows, but he 
hints that they are virjrin banks of amaz- 
ing value. 


Battened down to the deck amidships 


is a rectangular object looking like a large 
phonograph. It is 2 deep-sea diving puu:p 
apparatus, with which native divers will 
work at great depths. Just before br left 
Captain Nye declared that pearl shells 
alone bring $300 per ton. 


Born at Fairhaven, Ma.ss., Nov. 5, ]843, 


Captain Nye has spent his life on or 
•nrai* the sea. Before he was 12 years old 
lie bad run ttway to eca as a cabin boy 
on a New Bedford whaler. Before he was 
20 he was master of .a full rigged ship. 
He lived for a time among the cannibals 
of the Limbi Islands in Oeeanie* and 
owes bis life to two^dusky prince«ses/wbo 
-interceded for bin when eaptwred and 


brought before the king of the cannibals. 
After nine months be was taken from the 
isJand by a Dutch cruiser, a vessel carry- 
ing the fiiat DuLcL miasionanw to tiie 
Butch East Indies. He landed at Batavia 
for a short stay, then went to Australia, 
•where he shipped for America. He vis- 
ited New York and Boston for the first 
time on this voyage and then captained 
a ship bound for China. Later he took a 
clipper (o Valpariso, Chile, and has been 
in the Pacific ever since. 


Followed thirty years of whaling and 


smuggling. Most of his whaling was con- 
fined to Ihe equatorial belt searching fo» 
sperm whales. For more than a decade 
ha was commodore of the Chilean whal- 
ing fleet, during which time he became 
probably the best posted man in the Pa- 
cific concerning the Galapagos and Coco* 
Islands. 


During the revolution of 1900 in Co- 


lombia, Captain Nye was engaged in eod- 
fi'-liing off the Galapagos, selling his 
catches at Guayaquil, Ecuador. In 1&02 
he commanded the W. S. Phelps, which 
brought a cargo of 42 tortoises from Gal- 
apagos to San Francisco where they were 
sold for n-vhihifinn pnrpo«e«. These tor- 
toises were captured in the mountains of 
the islands. In order to learn how long 
a tortoifec could go without food or drink, 
Captain Nye while on an extended stay 
at the islands, corralled a small specimen, 
then for six months gave it neither food 
nor water. At the end of that time Cap^ 
tain Nye removed bis corral and slowly 
the tortoise started on-its way back to thi 
mountains, apparently none tie worse for 


its long fast without food or diinl;. Tho 
toitoise, according to the captaiu, tnini-, 
a reserve water bag much more capacious 
iu proportion than that of the c.imd. 
While it has been common knowledge that 
the tortoise goes months without food, n 
was not believed possible that they could 
exist a half year without water. 


It was in 1900 that Captain X.>e rlib- 


eovcred a large herd o£ tattle on Albor- 
marle Island, the main islands of the < i.il- 
apagos group. 
General Villamil, of 


Ecuador had put cattle on Child's I-Jnnd, 
one of the lesser isles, in ,1842, anil hav- 
ing a few animals to spare had lel't them 
on Alberraarle. 
Apparently the cittile 


left on the main island were forgotten, 
for when Captain Nye visited the south- 
eastern end of the island in 1000 he .*;i\v 
great herds of cattle. Returning to rma- 
dor he secured a number of vaqut-ros and 
landing on the island slaughtered 1100 
head, leaving the carcasses to rot and v-H- 
me tho hides in Guayquil.

To the convicts hu was re- 
lenll(!ss and cruel, and everyone caught 
conspiring against him was marooned on 
one of the many little waterless isle-, in 
the group and left to perish. Later Co- 
bos' partner, Jose Moreno, fell heir to 
the convict island, and later still Leon- 
ardo Keynas was killed by the con vie ti i" 
1912. 


COCOE island, which belongs to Coila 


Rica, and is situated a little more limn 
half way between the Galapagos inlands 
nud Central America, was formcily. Co-Ja 
Rica's convict island, but is now uninhab- 
ited. At present the convict etation is lo- 
cated at Si Lucas Island, close to the 
coast of Costa Riea. 


It was at Cocoa Island, according to 


Captain Nye, that Francisco Pizarro, the 
Spanish conqueror of Peru, was wrecked, 
or at least that It the belief among mar- 
iners. It is said the galleon, overflow- 
ing with treasure of the Incas piled up 
on the island. Pizarro i* said to have 
reached shore safely, afterwards recover- 
ing his tieauure from the wrecked giiilcon 
and burying it on the island. A cumber 
of expeditions have been fitted oat dur- 
ing the past century aimed at securing the 
treasure, bnt withont loeeess.

Recent political upheavals should 


Convince Uo that the time ib past wheu 
we can ignore religion as a, factor in 
our national life. Unless we want to 
lose our unity and fall as a house di- 
vided against itself, we must get to- 


. pether and bring this question of re- 


ligion into the light and discuss it, set- 
tle on -/HUP definite facts in regard to

'We \vould not think of allowing our 
children to grow without trying to de- 
velop them mentally, excusing

selves by saying, "They do not need -a 
knowledge of literature, art, mathe- 
matics, etc. 
They will acquire what 


they need of these as they grow older, 
but they must have liberty to choo-e 
the language and study best suited to 


~them, because they come from lands 


where different languages are used and 
other studies and work replace white 
we Americans think best." 


Xow, why should we neglect the 


spiritual development of our nation 
and say, "We will keep religious train- 
ing out of our schools because they 
must have liberty to choose their own 
gods. 
They come from lands that 


worship Buddha, Mohammed, Kulture, 
Money, etc- We must give them liberty 
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it might offend them if we insisted on 
the white man's adoration of Christ."7 


The Christian religion is not a sim- 


ple, shallow study to be grasped and 
understood in an hour's emotional orgy 
of song-singinff in the street. Its elc- 
mentaiy features are so simple that a 
little child may understand and profit 
by inculcating them into daily life. 
But the teachings of Christ require the 
deep study and application of highly 
educated minds, and a course could he 
taken from the grammar grades on 
tlirough to the fourth year of college, 
^always advancing and learning more of 
the application of the Christ principle 
to daily life. But if we shut out this 
course, and substitute other teachings, 
•we have filled the minds so full of the 
idea that Christ is little and unimport- 
ant, that the habit is formed and thef 
learn the spiritual lessons in adult life 
under great difficulty, if they learn at 
all. If we taught only physical culture, 
in two generations from now how mucli 
importance do you think folks would 
attach to mental achievements? 


I know that today- many are saying, 


"Why teach of Christ? There are other 
great leaders, great philosophers. Why 
teach from the Bible? There are other 
great books." 
As Americans we must 


realize that our nation wac founded by 
white men, English-speaking Chris- 
tians, who were not ashamed to bow 
their heads and hearts while ~iriving (o 
found a. great nation and say "In God 
we trust." We speak and read Eng- 
lish only, that is, the greater portion, 
of us do. Perhaps there are 
other 


books as true and wise as the Bible, 
We cannot read the Talmud and 
the, 


ancient hieroglyphics of Sanscrit. 


Because we have suppressed 
Chris- 


tian religious teaching; other teachings 
have crept in, like a wolf in sheep's 
clothing-, pretending to be Chriatianity, 
and our helpless youth, not having a. 
sound foundation of fact wi/h which to 
repudiate these falsities, are accepting 
them in some cases as the real thingr 
and in many, so many other ca?es ar& 
crying, ''I cannot accept these./ sense- 
less superstitions. Alas, I do not know 
what to think!" 


In conclusion let me state that the 


moat hopeful sign of the limes to me is 
that our students are discussing re- 
ligion. Prom their letters we find what 
a false, superficial picture they have 
drawn of our beliefs and we do not 
wonder that they have discarded it and 
search for something better. 


Tne tin»* for i«morin!» this 


past. It must be brought ii^to the 
light, shorn of all the8 hampering 
creeds and dogmas, meaningless' forms 
and falsities that men have'atlultenitcd 
Christ's teachings with. His truths will 
then stand forth as scientific fact", 
capable of being demonstrated in daily 
life; spiritual laws, ever active, im- 
mutable; rules as real as the science 
of numbers and quantities. 


Today TVC are straining at gnats—* 
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souie people wail as if all the beauty 
of Christianity were lost. I say that 
if Christ were just a human man, 
born of woman as we are, then were 
IFis works and example even more 
wonderful than if he were of immacu- 
late conception, since he started with 
the same handicaps and difficulties as 
ourselves, and the fact that he over- 
came every temptation to evil makes 
his life miraculous. But whatever the 
condition of/his birth, his example 
and life was unquestionably one of 
divine perfection. We can do no bet- 
ter than to follow him. 


I- do not believe Christ taught ever- 


lasting punishment, or the forgiveness 
of sin without atonement. Neither do 
I tliink any material form of "casting 
off the old man and putting on the 
new" is essential before men can be 
Kued, because in God's infinite love 
none' could ever be lost. 
Americans 


roust unite their brightest intellects to 
ca-it out all the men-made superstitions 
and form?, and the churches arc casting 
otf the barnacles every day, but remem- 
ber, men attached them, not Christ. 


Our greatest mistake has been in 


allowing our people to think Chris- 
tianity is a pa-sive. shallow, emotional 
religion, requiring little thought or ef- 
fort. It is a great, deep study, neces- 
sitating active, energetic thought, deep 
concentration and prayer and we can- 
not let it alone and ignore it, for its 
laws are active, whether we believe 
them or not. Our faith does not make 
tho.=e laws active, but the working out 
of those laics, uUethcr we will it or no, 
should found a basis for our profound 
faith and understanding. 


Please, Jerry, I beg of you to print 


this. I could not condense it and say 
all I meant. 
I think the next five 


years will show what an important 
question religion is as regards our 
country, our citizens, our life. I think 
it of first importance, and we must 
have the courage of our convictions. 
Wn must prc<p))t it lo our children a= 
concrete facts that they can study. Let 
us present it in such a way that it will 
be an honor, an inspiration, a rock in 
the time of storm for nineteenth cen- 
tury brains.

One day when the, professor 
was expanding genially on this topic, 
his arm knocked over a gl.'u-s bottle full 
of imported moth1-. Jn an instant they 
were fluttering out through the win- 
dows. M. Trouvelat made a remark 
about a million blue pig.s and started in 
pursuit, but the moths took several 
different directions, lea\ing the pro- 
fessor niothless and breathless at the 
end of his chase. The predatory gypsy 
moth had been turned loose on Amer- 
ica. A fe* JO.IT.-, later a blanket of 
wooly brown caterpillars descended 
on Massachusetts. A "Committee on 
Worms" was hastily appointed to form 
a plan for emergency action. 


Since that time Mn-sachusetts and 


neighboring stales have spent an aver- 
age of $1,000,000 a year in a death 
war on the gyp.sy niotli. If the battle 


had not been kept up unrelentingly for 
live decodes not a live tree would be 
standing in New England today. 


Later the winged gypsy was rein- 


forced by another invader that has cost 
Massachusetts and her sister states a 
second million a year. In 1898 a few 
innocent looking cocoons entered the 
country on some nursery stock from 
Holland. Just a season or two after- 
ward the district was swarming with 
the dread brown-tailed moth—a pest 
that eats as gluttonously as the gypsy 
and that has the additional accomplish- 
ment of moulting poisonous hairs on 
any object the caterpillar touches.

Then they introduced Ihe tauhinul 


fly, which irf fond of laying ils eggs 
on the outer skin oL the caterpillar, 
close to ils hairy head. 
When the 


young tac.himds hutch, they burrow 
into the skin of the hos-t and feed 
cruelly on ils intestines. Later, when 
they are ready to graduate into i'l>- 
hood, they tear their way rclentles.-ly 
through the caj-orpillfir's body. 


Willini the last few years-, ex.is- 


peraled scientists have resorted also 
to the u.so of bacilli. Little hammocks 
swiU-Jiing with the germs of moth 
cholera have been hung in trees where 
the g>psy and brown-tail are feeding. 
Jn a few hours they are doubled up 
with a severe insect stomachache and 
their interest in New England foliage 
ceases. 


Jt was last summer that the war 


against these European invaders wfis 
carried into the air. The first experi- 
ment nas made in Ohio when Lieut. 
John K. Macrcady flew over a sphinx 
caterpillar section with fifty pounds 
of arsunate of lead iu .1 tank attached 
to the airplane. As the airplane flew 
to windward he succeeded in dusting 
six acres a minute. Within three days 
99 per cent of the caterpillars were as 
dead as the sphinx for which they 
were named. 


This signal success in poisoning the 


enemy from the air caused the same

meagre five weeks as a winged cicada. 
Why it should require more than half 
a generation to develop into an insect 
no more complex than many that grow 
in a season, or why, after taking all 
that time to be born it must die again 
in thirty-five days, is something that 
many a scientist is planning to ask on 
the Day of Judgment.

" Ton could establish yourself in 


business in Monterey as a merchant, 
have a branch of your store in the 
interior, 150 miles, well stocked with 
all kinds of goods; the place selected 
should be in the vicinity of the gold 
miners. Yon would find it profitable 
to take with you to the interior about 
$2000 worth of Spanish six-pcnnys, 
shilling and two-shilling pieces. With 
these you buy the gold from the 
miners at a certain rate and pay in 
silver coin. These men would buy your 
goods and repay you in the identical 
silver coin, which you could pay out 
again and again, thus making a profit 
both ways.' 


"We did not accept the proposition 


of Captain Smith, and regret that we 
did not. John Tyler and his cabinet 
were as well aware that gold existed 
in large quantities in California as 
Jacnes K. Polk and his cabinet were 
when the .treaty with Mexico was 
made."

However, there might be said to be 


greater justification in the confusion of 
titles applied to these handsome snakes, 
which appears in the writings of Ray- 
mond Ditmars, of New York, a recog- 
nued authority on reptiles, who describes 
the California snakes in question as dif- 
ferent species under the scientific names 
oi Zonata and Getulus boylu, but gives 
them both the common name of King 
Snake. 


As may be inferred from what has 


been written, these two reptiles are closely 
related, they belong to the same genus. The 
ilfilk Snake is somewhat larger than its 
relative, and is much more common of the 
two, still a person might hunt for weeks 
for a specimen without success unless 
acquainted with its habits, or the places 
it frequents 


The Milk Snake has been found in 


California from one end of the state to 
the other. It is also known in Nevada, 
Utah, Arizona, and Lower California. 
The largest snake of this species that 
ever camp under mv notice measured 40 
inches in length. 
This appears to be 


about the maximum size they attain. 


The California King Snake is not cred- 


ited with reaching a greater length than 
30 inches. The two, the only specimens

As has already been noted the»c snaki'« 


are not only perfectly harmless but arc 
a great help in destroying rats, mice, 
gophers, etc. 


Amon<f4he uninformed the King Snake 


is commonlv regarded as dangerous. Pos- 
sibly its reputation for evil doing is par- 
tially due to the fact that in it.* black, 
red and white markings its resembles the 
venomous and dangerous Coral Snake. 
This poisonous reptile has not been found 
in California, although it is known 
tf> 


exist in Southern Utah, Arizona and 
Mexico. It can be readily distinguished 
from the King Snake if it is borne in 
mind that the black bands of the Coral 
Snake are separated from the white by 
the red rings, while on the King Snake 
the red is separated from the vhite by 
the black. It should be stated that yel- 
low or yellowish white frequently takes 
the place of white on both of these 
snakes. 


Notwithstanding the similarity of the 


general appearance, the=e snakes are not 
so closely related as are the King and 
Milk Snakes. In fact they belong to dif- 
ferent families. 


While the- King Snake is non-ven- 


omous and perfectly hamiless, so far as 
humans are concerned, it is credited 'with 
being a slayer of rattlesnakes. 


G. R. Milford, division superintendent 


of the Pacific Gas and Electric company 
fur the northern paii, of the atate, v>hu-~e 
duties frequently call him into the moun- 
tainous section, was so fortunate as to 
witness the performance of a King Snake 
in its capture and destruction of a rattle- 
snake. 
In relating the incident to me 


Mr. Milford said he fir-,t noticed the 
rattler coiled with head raised, or in the 
attitude the venomous reptile assumes 
when prepared to strike. Almost at the 
same time he discovered a King Snake 
crawling in a circle around the rattler. 
In this movement it would approach the 
latter close enough to induce it to strike, 
but by quick movement each time it 
avoided the poisonous fangs of the rattle- 
snake. 


The strategv of the King Snake caused 


its enemy to make many fruitless strikes, 
which began'to .show they were exhausting 
the strength of the rattler. 
This was 


manifest by ihe lace that it wa.s getting 
slower and slower in recovering o'f iU 
attitude to strike. Apparently this was 
what the King Snake was waiting for to 
bring the contest to a climax, for finally 
when the rattler made a strike the King 
Snake sprang upon it, before it could re- 
cover its position of defense. 


Instantly there was such a mix-up and

Besides being a killer of snakes, ihe 


Milk Snake is a deadly enemy of gophers 
and other similar pests. Its habits, how- 
ever, are not altogether commendable for 
in the nesting season it is known as a 
persistent hunter and destroyer of"bird's 
nests. They climb trees and brush with 
very little effort and make quick w/>rk 
of swallowing the contents of the ne4s. 
whether they be eggs or nestlings. Thev 
are also creditd with robbing quail's 
ne=,ts 
And I have been told by farmys 


lha( thev had caught them robbing hen s 
nests. Nevertheless its mischievous art« 
are more than balanced by its good deeds 
and it should not suffer death because 
it is a snake. 


Professor Van Denburg in refeiring lo 


the habits of the Milk Snake ?avs: "While 
I -was watching a man spade up a small 
plot of ground, he killed two gophers, 
and threw them a few feet away. A few 
minutes later a snake of this species ap- 
peared, went, directly to the spot where 
the gophers lay side by side, and swal- 
lowed first the adult and then the half 
grown one. It took no notice of our 
presence, and after completing its henrty 
meal disappeared in the direction whence 
it had come." 


This spring an unusually large Milk 


Snake took up abode in the vicinity of the 
faddy house of the Diablo Country Club. 
It was very gentle and even unre'-entfiil of 
the quite rough handling it received from 
some of the caddies. I saw it on two or 
three occasions. It was undisturbed by 
niv approach, or my efforts to take a 
ineaiim'inent o£ its length. When it made 
its first appearance on the club grounds 
there were a number of persons present 
and there was displayed at once the usual 
-onmity against the snake kind, but for- 
tunately for this particular snake there 
were also present individuals who knew 
its harmless character, and it was allowed 
the freedom of the grounds in peace.

Immediately after Marshal! discovered 


gold and the fact became known, thous- 
ands of miners ru&hcd there, =f:ikod out 
every foot of ground into mining claims 
and began work.

they dug up the soil and washed the gold. 
They wanted to denude the river bottom 
itself of its golden treasurers, so they 
built a wing dam and diveilcd the stream 
from the eastern to the wcslern side of 
the lifllc valley, leaving the channel much 
as it is today. 


Then came the high wafers, poiilously 


high, at one time almost wiping the town 
out of e\iitenee. Several years of high 
torrential waters soon changed the whole

Suiter took 
a liking to him, resulting in his being 
transferred-to the Fort, where, in Sep- 
tember, 1847. he was appointed major- 
domo, or overseer. Four months later Sut- 
tor was appointed Indian agent; he asked 
Lienhard to make a census of the Feather 
Jiiver Indians.

was delegated 
lo run 
Sutler's little 


schooner lo Yerba Buena, having none but 
Indians as a crew.

"About every two weeks Suiter had to

It 
was about this time that Jacob Witmer, 
a Swiss arrived.

This, at least, i.s the remarkable idea 


that phybicists have been working out 
jn tiie last year or two about the uatino 
ui light 
We were taught in school that 


light consists of waves; waves much 
like radio waves, only shorter. Xo\v the 
.scientists have eornc to di'-belune thi-j. 


They are not sure just what light does 


i-njiM-t of. 
Hut ninny experts belie\u 


that it consists of particles; the tiny 
bullets that I mentioned. 


A candle or an elect) ic light sends out, 


they =a\, a continual stream of billions 
on billions of these Indicts of light. So 
docs the sun or any other lu-.ninous 
thing. White objects--, like the pjiper of 
this page, send back some of the bullets, 
just as a -wall sends back the rubber 
balls that boys bounce against it. That 
i-> what we mean, according (o these new 
tlii-orii"!, 
when 
we say 
the 
light is 


"reflected." 


To (hose of us that were brought up 


on the wave theory of light this new 
Indict theory seems very startling. Yet, 
as a matter of fact, the bullet theory is 
older than the wave theory. 
' 
Three or four hundred years ago 


when thoughtful men in Prance and 
Kugland and Italy were just beginning 
to examine the nature of the world 
around them and to lay the foundations 
of modern science, it was commonly 
believed that light consisted of small 
projectiles shut out from a flame or 
from anything else that glowed. That 
was the first scientific theory of light. 
•Sir Isaac- Newton, probably the greatest 
scientist who ever lived, still believed this 
in 1727 when he died. 


But shortly after Sir Isaac gave up 


bis scientific work i'orever men began 
to find some facts which seemed to 
show that light was composed of waves; 
waves more or less like those in the 
wafer of the sea, but traveling, of 
course, not in water or m any other 
material thing, but in that imaginary and 
intangible ether which is supposed to 
fill all the space even to the uttermost 
limits of the universe. 


This wave theory was soon accepted. 


Sir Isaac Newton, the only great genius 
of the time, was dead. If he had lived 
he might have refused to abandon his 
bullet theory. 
But lesser men could 


not, or would not,Jiold it. Waves were 
the order-of the day. The wave theory 


won. 
Everybody learned 
this wave 


theory m the schools from 1750' or 
thereabouts down to the present day. 


Now, after all these years, it seems as 


though Sir Isaac, genius that he was, 
may have been right. Light seems, after 
all, to be made of bullets just as be 
believed. 


The modern suspicion that this might 


be so began with some experiments 
about fifteen years ago. 
There is a 


phenomenon 
in 
science 
called 
the 


"photoelectric effect." 
This means no 


•more than the production of electricity 
from li»ht. This is how it works: 


A small plate of the metal called 


potassium, a \ery curious metal, so 
active chemically that it bursts instantly 
into flame if it is exposed to the air, 
is placed inside a sealed glass bulb from 
which—in deference to the excitability 
of the pot.i^ium—all the air has been 
pumped out. 


A ray of light is (hen focussed on the 


glass bulb and is allowed to fail on the 
small plate of 
potassium inside it. 


Tnstanlly a very curious thing happens. 
The potassium begins to give off elec- 
li icily. 


All 
substances are 
composed^ you 


remember, of atoms. Inside each atom 
are so-tie tiny particles called electrons. 
These are really particles of electricity. 
An electric current is no more than a 
stream of (hesc clcclrous. 


Potassium is, no exception to other 


substances. 
The atoms of it contain 


electrons. 
And what happens to the 


little plate of potassium when the light 
rays fall on it is fliat some of the elec- 
trons in it are ejected suddenly from 
the metal The metal gives off electron^; 
that is, electricity. 


It is as though the light ray came 


along, like a policeman in the park, 
and kicked out a few of the la/.y elec- 
trons that had been sleeping so peace- 
fully on their benches. 


When scientists first discovered this 


photoelectric effect—which happens, by 
the way, witli many other substances 
besides potassium—they tried to calcu- 
late-the amount of light that was neces- 


sary to kick out one electron. 
They cal- 


culated this, of course, on the idea that 
light was made of waves. 


The calculations would not come out 


right. There was a mistake somewhere. 
Finally Professor Albert Einstein, the 


Oame oian who discovered the famous 
theory of relativity, suggested that the 
trouble might be in the wave theory of 
the light. 


It was possible, he suggested, that the 


light came in small, separate parcels 
inlher than in the form of a regular 
wave, 
lie returned, that is, to the 


light-bullet theory that Sir Isaac New- 
ton had held so mauy years befoYe and 
[hat subsequent scientists had abandoned 
and almost forgotten. 


Dr. Einstein's suggestion was taken 


up eagerly by -other scientists. 
Calcula- 


tions based on it instead of on the wavfe 
theory turned out to fit .with much 
increased accuracy tile behavior of the 
tmy electrons that were kicked out of the 
potassium plate. As time went on this 
now theory—ikhad come by now to be 
odied the '''quantum theory"—-proved 
adequate to explain many other facts in 
physics as well as some difficulties that 
had been previously unexplainable., 


Finally, in the past few years, the 


distinguished Danish scientist, Dr. Niels 
Bohr, has applied the basic ideas of this 
quantum "theory to the problem of how 
the electrons inside atoms move and 
behave. He has used the theory, that is, 
to interpret (he inaiost secrets of matter; 
of iron and gold and stone and water, 
of the earth Binder our feet and of the 
stars, even of the human body and the 
human brain. 


No chapter of science since the wc/rld 


began has been more surprising, more 
revolutionary, more - marvelous 
than 


these chapters about the wonders of 
atoms which Dr. Bohr and other phys- 
icists have written in the past five years. 


And the farther we penetrate into these 


atomic mysteries the more evidence we 
see that light is not composed of waves 
at all; that it is composed, on the other 


(in weight) than the leaden biillrt, /w 
the- leaden bullet is smaller th(t/t 
the 


earth. 


You see now why it is that a lo( of 


these light-bullets can get into your eye 
at once. In comparison with them the 
pupil of your*eye is as wide as is the 
Pacific Ocean to a falling raindrop. 
' 


But what the light-bullets lack in size 


and weight "they make up in speed. 
They fly with the proverbial speed of 
light; a little more than 186,000 miles a 
second. If one,pf the light-bullets flew 
out of a candlealame in your hand, and 
if it flew around the earth in a perfect 
circle so that it would come baik to you 
again, it would be back in less than one- 
seventh of a second; about the time 
necessary for you to snap your fingers 
once. 
France, Austria, the highlands 


of Central Asia, China, Japan, the 
Pacific, tLe United States; all would be 
crossed in the time of one brief finger- 
snap. 


It is no wonder, light as they are and 


speedy as they are, that these marvelous 
little bullets of light have deceived us 
for so long even about the fact that 'hey 
are bullets. 


As to just what variety of bullets thov 


are the scientists are still in doubt. Jt 
is obvious, of course, that they are not 
tiny balls of matter, like lead or nickel- 
steel. They are billions of times smaller 
and lighter than the simplest atom ol' 
matter. They are far tinier, even, than 
the smallest -particle of electricity. 


So they cannot be .made either of -nat- 


ter or of electricity. 
It is po^r-ible, 


however, that matter and electricity may 
be made of them. 


Men useH to think that matter was the 


fundamental thing. 
"Ghe me matter 


and motion," said a great philosopher, 
"and I will build the universe." 
Then 


the scientists found out that matter vas 
not really something in itself—some- 
thing ultimate. 
They found out that 


matter was built of electiiciry. ~"Gu'e 
aie positive and negative electricity,'* 
said another philosopher only a few 


Land, of mmiiuurable volleys and bursts 
of the»e tiny bullets. 


These bullets of light are almost in- 


eonceivab/y small. A French nobleman 
who has turned scientist and made a great 
success at it, Louis, the Duke of Broglie— 
known in scientific circles merely as 
Dr. Louis de Broglie—delivered recently 
before the Academy of Sciences in Paris 
a series of discussions of the nature of 
these light bullets. Among other things 
he calculated the probable weight of one 
of them. 


The weight is so small that it is liter- 


ally 
incomprehensible 
except 
to 
a 


trained mathematician. This will give 
you a rough idea of it. 


Take an ordinary lead bullet, 
Cora- 


pare (he weight of this bullet with the 
weight of the entire earth. 
The earth 


wei^h.-, in fact, about 1,000,000,000,000- 
000,000,000,000,000 times as much as 
the bullet does. 
Never mind these fig- 


ures. 
You know that the earth JS" a 


great deal heavier than the bullet, and 
that is about all anybody can learn 
from figures so far transcending human 
experience as these. 


Hold the bullet in your hand and think 


of the earth as compared to it. 
Xow 


think of this: 


One built} of light is ta much smaller 


years ago, "and I will build ilw uni- 
verse."

something still finer-grained, still moie 
fundamental, 
than 
electricity. 
''(Jive 


me the light-bullets," a philosopher rni'*bt 
say today, "and I will build the uni- 
verse.

•«hoop after whoop, hammering the an- 
vil and old pieces of iron that were hing 
around; while little Joan Muot, the 
French o^eueer, was dancing and whirl- 
ing , around on one foot, holding his 
thumb to tiie tip of his nose and wiggling 
his fingers as though he was playing a 
flute. 


'•We created an awful -uproar, and soon 


everybody m the Fort knew what Captain 
Slitter's seeiet was. As I passed out the 
eastern gate of the Fort, gutter called to 
me. He was stajiding vith a fellow by 
the name of Itcdell. Sutter laughed and 
said: , 


*• 'Liealtard, I see that my secret is out; 


so let us go and drink a bottle of wine 
and hope that we shall all be rich.' " 


Fifield and Hudson immediately pro- 


vided themselves with picks, shovels and 
tin pans, blankets and grub and left for 
Coloma, there to discuss the subject with 
Marshall. 


"Marshall told them that he and Sutter 


•would each claim a full section of the land 
und that they would not permit any other 
person to -wash gold on their land. He told 
them, however, that they could surely find 
gold further up the ri\er. They were just 
a trifle suspicious so went down stream 
until they came to big, sandy bar. Here 
they began to wa.-h out the gold and were 
soon satisfied that it paid better than 
working for Sutter. 


''They ran out of provisions, had to go 


to the Fort, where more enthusiasm was 
aroused when thev bought a large amount 
of provisions. They returned to the bar 
they were working, a lot of the Mormons 
working at the Fort going with them. 
Thus the place -became known as Mormon 
Island. As the men at the sawmill were 
forbidden to dig gold there, they also 
went down stream to Mormon Island. 
This left both the saw and grist mill but 
partially finished and useless, and event- 
ually they were a complete loss to Cap- 
tain Sutter. 


"I had a fine little vegetable garden 


growing then and did not like to leave it, 
but as miner after miner came in with 
Ms pockets full of gold I began to want 
gome of! it, too. I told the Captain about 
it. We *ere partners in the garden, so 
he finally offered me $000 in cash if ,1 
would slay with- the garden until the next 
Scpiciiliar, and I agreed to. 


'•Bui, in August Sutter called me in 


And surprised me with a proposition to 
tokrn a, dozen of my Indian boys and 
proceed with them to the mines.

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places they would not show to anvone 
but me; so look out for them.' 


"I looked out for them but they never 


put in an appearance up to the time we 
arrived at Mormon Island, so I stopped 
here and began mining. I knew nothing 
about mining, but soon learned to pan an 
ounce a day. I soon gave the bounce to 
four of my Indian boys who were always 
sick during working hours but perfectly 
healthy at meal times." 


That is the story of how it leaked out. 


The Stoiy of its discovery as told by 
Henry W. Bigler, the Mormon who was 
working at the mill when Marshall picked 
up the first piece, and the same man who 
later «a= able to positively and defmitely 
placc the actual date of discovery a= 
January 24, instead of January 19, as 
stated by Marshall, Bigler says: 


"I was one of the men at work at Co- 


loma at the time gold was found by Mr. 
Marshall. I well remember that he sent 
a young Indian after Jim Brown to send 
him a plate. Brown was up on top of 
the saw pit; he jumped down saying:. 


" 'I wonder what Marshall -wants with 


a tin plate, anyhow?' 
' "After « e had quit work Marshall came 
into our «hantv and °pid he believed h^ 
had found gold, and directed Biown and 
myself to shut down the headgate of the 
mill early in the morning. He said: 
" 'After jou close it down, throw in a 


lot of leaves and dirt so as to make it 
tight and not let any water through, so 
that the tail race will be perfectly dry.' 


"The next morning we did so, while 


Marshall went down into the tail race 
alone. Pretty soon^he came back with a 
most pleasing smile on his face, carrying 
his old white li.it in has -arms, saying: 
" 'Boys, by G~> I believe I have found 


•.'gold miner 
"

'•Aj this he set his hat on the work 


bench that stood in the mill yard and all 
the mill hands gathered around in an 
instant; and there, sure enough, in the 
top of his hat crown—the top was 
knocked in a little—lay the pure gold, 
probably about an ounce. 


One of our party by the name of 


Azariah Smith pulled out a five dollar 
piece and coznpared the coin with tbr 
particles of gold. There was a difference 
in the looks, but this we accounted for 
on account of the alloy in the coin. None 
of us had <Jver seen gold dust before, but 
we were certain this was gold. 


"Three or four days later he went to 


the Fort and when he returned we asked 
him about the metal, and he said: 


" '0, boys, by G—, it is the pure stuff. 


I and the old Captain locked ourselves up 
and were halt' a day trying it out. Out- 
siders wondered what in hell was up, and 
surmised that I had found a quicksilver 
mine, for }rou see there is a quicksilver 
mine found by a woman down towards 
Monterey; but we let them sweat. 
- "' 'We found that it agreed with the en- 
cyclopedia, and we applied aqua fortis, 
and it has nothing to do with it. Then we 
weighed it in water by balancing the du-t 
against silver on a pair of scales in the 
air, having a basin'iff water. We let the 
scales down and when it came in contact 
with the water, by G—, the gold went 
down and the silver went up, and that 
told the story. It was the pure stuff.' 


"Marshall then said that Sutter would 


be up in a few days and examine the tail 
race. A few evenings afterwards Sutler 
canjo up and went into the boarding 
house, ^arshall slipped over to our 
shanty and said: 


"'Now boys, we've all got * little of 


tk'ra gold dtut. I novt.yon that »• all/ 


lie re a In lie of it, and when, 


he tlr.its nfl the water in the moining 
sprinkle it all o\er the base rock. Don't 
let on to the old gentleman (Sutler), and 
it will so c\eiie linn tlint he will «ot nut 
Ins buttle and he will treat, for he always 
carries Ins bottle with him.' 


"So ne\t morning, very early, we did 


as M«t>.liiill propound 
Just as tho mill 


Uiindn were finishing breakfast we saw 
the "Id gentleman co.ne stubbing along, 
R-ilh his cane in bis hand. The Captain 
\vji-, iiltta^-. \H-II dre-wcd. Jnn walked on 
one Mde of him and Weimer on the oilier. 


"As they cittac up to our shanty we 


went out und everybody .shook hands. The 
Captain and Jim invited all to go along 
and help prospect the race. 
So wjj all 


slatted out for the sawmill and everybody 
was niulgnig the otlu-r Ji-Ilnw at the joke, 
when SVuimer's little boy, not knowing 
what VR.I up, ran on ahead and picked 
up nearly every particle of gold, and 


—<>aiue running back, all out of breath, 


meeting us and exclaiming: 


" 'See, Captain Sutter, s>ee how much 


gold I have found!' 


"lie had at least $50 worth of gold dust 


in his hamls, and we did not dare say 
a word lest the joke would get out and 
we v.ouldu't get our liquor. The old gen 
tletnan, the minute he saw the gold in 
tlie boy's-hand, thrust his cane deep into 
the soil, straightene.d up, and said: 


'• 'By Jo, it is rich!' 
•> 


"Then we went into" the tail race and 


were hu-kly enough to find a number of 
oUiui £ulil pieces. Aftci that we begun 
to find them all along the river. 


"I said to Jim Marshall, 'Jim, I ad- 


vise you to aiarry the girl who found 
(he quiekiilver mine near Monterey if 
she is tingle, ior il this i-> what the tail 
turns out. I wonder what the head will 
be?'" 


Bigicr reiterated that Marshall was the 


true dis^o'.erer ot gold at Coloma. 


As is so often true of those who are in 


on the ground floor of a big discovery, 
scarcely a single one ot these men that 
were at Suiter's mill at the time of the 
first gold discovery, ever accumulated 
much moniM,', and nearly all died poor.

YE thousand Chinese men and 
women are, admitted into the

But notie of the methods equal in 


tktvcrwss the coolie smuggling suiieme 
unearthed I'H Oakland Chinatown by

T was through Policeman D. C. Wbip- 
plc Hint I diiccneied the "mysterious 


btore," a little notion* counter in the heart 
of Oakland Chinatown where :uprchan- 
iii->e «;uj displa\ed hut where nothing wiis 
sold.

Olfiecr Whipple slopped me.

"Xo, they won't sell to anyone. 
This 


is a camouflage f-lore.'' 


My curiosity thoroughly aroused, and 


liali' eoiuineed that (ho veteran China- 
town officer was spoofing me, I entered 
the es-tabhshment and approached the 
proprielor, a 
leather 
faeed, 
stooped 


Oriental, atlired in the padded "lau" 
coat and black "foo" pants of old Canton. 


"Yat looey soon yin," I said in Can- 


tonese, pointing to the particular biand 
of cigars T required, and throwing ten 
cents on the counter. 


The storekeeper did notmo\e. Instead 


he only puffed his long stemmed, copper 
bowl pipe. 


•'No savvy," he granted. 
Now "3 at looey soon yin" is perfectly 


comprehensible 
Cantonese 
for 
"one 


eisrar." 
I had never had any trouble 


making other Chinese storekeepers un- 
derstand, so I knew that the fellow was 
stalling. However I went close to him 
and repeated my request, this time more 
londJy and peremptorily. 


"Gaw oy yat looey soon yin/' (I want 


One cigar.) 


The Chinnm.in raised his voice in a 


volley of gibberish. A rear door opened 
and three other Canton nncn entered. The 
younger of the trio a modern gambler 
type, hard eyed with a cigar stt»ck in 
one corner of his .mouth, came over to 
me. 


"What you wantt" he saked in Eng- 


lish. 


''A cigar, that's all," I answered testily. 
"Not open for business today," he re- 


plied, shortly and turning away entered 
the rear room, followed by his three con- 
federates. He closed the door after him 
quickly, hut not before I caught a glimpse 
of a room, from the darkness of which 
prered other faces. 


Officer Whipple laughed at me. 
"That's a coolie smuggling store," he 


said. "It operates just for the purpose 
of aiding Chinese laborers to defeat the 
immigration law« and come into the 
United State?. You just watch it for a 
fow days and you'll soo.n find out why 
they carry stock hut don't sell anything." 


How a camouflage store could be used 


to bring coolies into the United States 
illegally was not at first clear to me. 
This place, over the door of which was 
« line of Chinese ideographs which I 
could not decipher, scorned to he entirely 
too insignificant and harmless. Through 
the grimy, unwashed windows one looked 
in OB a display of dead flies, Chinese 
dishes, artificial flowers, bottles of "yuk 
row* from th« Chue Lung company, Kay 
Kong,City, KiroiR Ting, China, brightly 


colored packages of dried lie ehee, eigaie 
that were riurnbling with age and" cov- 
ered with dust and the inevitable cat 
snooping with its nose buried in its fiont 
paws. 


The labels on the canned goods that 


lined the shelves were brown and dis- 
eolored, ss if the cans had been there 


untouched for 'u long time. 
Even the 


glass containers of yuen lung ngon, fong 
lut, hup to, and dong goo and the stacks 
of dried =.am mon yu and sai yung .choy 
showed distinct signs of not ha\ing been 
opened in recent months. 


As if the sign over the door warned 


away all Chinese, no Cantonese ever en- 
tered the store to buy anything. 
Occa- 


sionally a white man tried to make a 
purchase but he was repulsed as I had 
been. 


A large number of Orientals however 


did go through that front door and di- 
rectly into the back room. 
Sometimes 


one of them relieved the stooped old man. 
Observation disclosed that practically all 
these lived in the rear. 


Onca or twice a fashionably dressed 


fellow called, consulted with one of the 
Chinanun and then departed. On sev- 
ezal occasions Americans who had busi- 
ness with various members of the men- 
age came and went. I recognized one of 
these as a well-known San Francisco 
lawyer, who specialized in Chinese cases. 


I was standing in front of the place 


when the collector for a certain public" 
utilities emerged. 


"Do yon know the proprietor of that 


place?" I afeked lym. 


"Thai's a funny dump," he said. 
"I've 


been going there regularly for the. last 
two vcars and the nearest I can figure, the 
place" has about thirteen proprietors. The 
bills are made out to the Hock Boon Lung 
Co. Last month Chung Won Hay paid 
me. He gave me a cigar aad said, "You 
mcmhlah me, Chung WOH Hay. I'm allce 
same boss here." I said "sure I'll remem- 
ber you." Jnst now Choy Gee Wong 
paid. He said about the same thin*. lie 
seemed to be anxious for me to remember 
him. 
They're a friendly lot—nice to deal 


•with. But I can't figure how thirteen 
men can live off a little store hke that." 


Jf Officer Whipple had not told me 


that the store was a camouflage for n 
coolie smuggling gang, I would have won- 
dered at that also. 


It makes too long a, tale to tell how 


all the evidence was gathered which re- 
vealed the secret method of the Hock 
Boon Lung company in cleverly circum- 
venting the American Chinese exclusion 
laws. Tt will be easier to tell the story of 
Kwan Lim Chan. 


Kwan Lim Chan, flush with white devil 


money (fon yun ngun) after working for 
fifteen years as cook for a wealthy Liver- 
more family, drove tip to the dirty little 
store of the Hock Boon Lung eompany 
and disembarked with « trunk and bulg- 
ing suitcase. 


1C wan was homesick. 
He wanted to 


return to China. 
With $5000 in good 


Aneriean monev, safely served up in the 
folds of his padded "lau," he would be 
•wealthy if he could once get back to 
Shin IIoiv city in Hoi Ping province. 
There he could make a great splurge for 
a while. 
Then he could return to the 


United States. If lucky, lie might bring 
back with him something that would more 
than pay the expenses of his entire trip 
—something worth much gold on the 
market in San Francisco Chinatown, 
something which might net him $5000 or 
$0000 spot cash, without a riblc. It was 
not opium that he would bring. Neither 
was it smuggled silk or jewels. 
They 


were only petty things. 


Kwan was prepared to buy and bring 


here a jewel of heaven, a budding flowe?, 
a dainty, innocent Chinese girl to be sold 
on the San Francisco slave market for 
more money than he could carry in both 
hands. 
Then too he mierbt fetch with 


him the son of a friend, a young coolie 
who had written that he would pay $500 
to anyone who might snuggle him across 
the barrier. 


One thing stood in Kwan's way. 
He 


•was classed as a laborer. If he left the 
United States ns such, he could not re- 
turn. Neither could he bring the budding 
flower nor the young coolie with him. 
The law must be beaten. 


It was to heat the law that Kwan Lim 


Chan came to the Oakland store of the 
Hack Boon Lung company. 


In the inner room of the camouflage 


store, Kwan paid $500 to the company, 
in exchange for an interest in the estab- 
lishment. His name was inserted in the 
Chinatown telephone directory as one of 
the proprietors and when the collector 
came around, Kwan paid tke bill, re- 
ceived the receipt, gave the collector a 
cigar and told him not to forget Kwan 
Lim Chan. In turn Kwan met and tried 
to fraternize with the meter readers, the 
ice man, the man who delivered the Chi- 
nese newspaper to his door and others. 
He became known as one o£ the proprie- 
tors of the store. 


Then he applied for a passport to 


China as a merchant. Under the status 
of 'a \\orkur, he could not return. But 
si3 a merchant he was entitled to come 
back into America without interference 
from the immigration authorities and to 
bring n-ith him a wife and family. 


The immigration authorities receive 


hundreds of applications of this sort, so 
they could not go very deeply into the 
case of Kwan Lim Chan. They did hold 
» hearing, howeven and .'insisted „ that 
Kwan prove he was a merchant before" the

Then he summoned as American 


witnesses, whose word would carry more 
weight — the meter reader, the ice man and 
the collector for the water company. Each 
testified that Kwan Lim Chan had on 
a number of occasions paid them, that he 
had been in attendance at the store for 
a jear and that he was reputed to be 
the proprietor. 
This they testified in 


good faith and honesty, not knowing of 
course thu fraud which they unwittingly 
aided. 


And so Kwan -was issued his passport. 


ir- o mn-r./ilinnf

he went through the form of marrying a 
beautiful Chinese girl. 
He established 


himself as the father of Lnn Choy Dick, 
the voung coolie, from whom he received 
$500. 
Then after a short stay he re- 


turned to America. He had no difficulty 
in establishing that the woman with him 
was his wife and that Lum Choy Dick 
was his son. 


There remained then only the medical 


examination to pass and Kwan would be 
free in San Francisco with a girl worth 
many thousands of dollars and with the 
coolie, for the smuggling of ubxxn he had 
received 
$500. 
A wealthy 
Oriental 


called at Angel Island, saw Kwan and 
then obtained an interview with his jewel 
of heaven, who was incarcerated iu the 
woman's ward. 
The outcome of it was 


that Kwan received, a flat offer of $7000 
for the beauty, once she was ?afely de- 
livered in San Francisco Chinatown. 


Lum Choy Dick, the youthful coolie, 


passed all right. But sorrows of sorijows ! 
The jewel of heaven failed to pass the 
medical test. The doctors discovered that * 
she had trachoma, nn eye disease. -Fate 
thus unexpectedly struck a cruel blow at 
Kwan Lim Chan. Not only did he lose 
the $7000 but he had to bear the expenses 
of his wife's deportation. Except for • 
the devil doctors, however, Kwan's smug- 
gling attempt would have been su«,ee&s>£ ul, 
as had been that of many other confreres. 


Not discouraged, he laid plans for an- 


~othcr trip to China a year later. 
This 


time he swore that he would, have his 
bride examined by an American doctor 
in Canton, before bringing her across. 


Officer Whipple is authority for the 


statement that there are at least half a 
dozen "camouflage stores" operating in 
Oakland for the sole purpose of coolie 
smuggling." They all operate along the 
same lines at the Hock Boon Lung com- 
pany. 
Through them many Chinese 


laborers and a large number of slave girls 
are smuggled into the San Francisco bay 
region annually, in a manner that makes 
it perfectly safe for the smugglers.
